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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Dear Sir: 


This letter is to inform you, and readers of this publication, about the improved 
relationship developed recently between the Association of Alumni of Sir George 
and the students generally. 


For some time, this relationship was anything but cordial; as a matter of fact, 
many students — including some holding positions in student government — 
claimed that they hardly knew an Alumni Association existed. This state of affairs 
became known to the Alumni Board of Directors, and they decided to do something 
about it. On October 27th, 1960, the Alumni Executive played host to the Evening 
Students Association Executive, the S.U.S. Executive, the Editor of “The Geor- 
gian”, and his assistant. At this supper meeting, each member of the Alumni 
executive present outlined one particular phase of Alumni affairs; such as aims and 
objects of the Association; its activities; its finances; the liaison with the University’s 
Board of Governors through the Alumni’s two representatives to that Board; and 
the publicity provided by ‘“The Postgrad”. Considerable discussion followed, and 
many questions were asked by the students and answered by their hosts. ‘The main 
result of that meeting was that closer co-operation was to be sought between under- 
graduate and graduate bodies. 


In the few weeks which have elapsed since then, the liaison between Alumni 
and students has improved almost beyond expectation. Correspondence between 
the Alumni office, and the students’ offices has increased considerably. Many 
requests have been received by the Alumni for support—financial and otherwise— 
for undergraduate projects. Most of these requests were granted; a few which were 
thought by the Board of Directors to be out of Alumni jurisdiction, or otherwise 
unacceptable, had to be refused. 


A Georgian reporter interviewed President Gerry Miller, and this interview 
appeared in ‘““The Georgian”. Alumni executive members are now receiving by 
mail copies of ““The Georgian’’; (it is hoped to expand this group to include the 
Board of Directors). The various student offices, including the “Georgian” office, 
are receiving copies of ‘The Postgrad’. 


This welcome ‘‘Fraternization” reached a fitting climax the weekend of Dec. 
9-10-11, when the Evening Students Association of $.G.W.U. played host to the 
First International Conference of Evening Student Councils. The Alumni executive 
was invited to attend the opening banquet Friday evening in Birks Hall; also the 
Xmas Ball on Saturday night; and the Closing Lunch on Sunday at the Berkeley 
Hotel, which was sponsored by our Association. President Gerry Miller spoke 
briefly at this last affair. Let us all attempt to improve the good relationship between 
Alumni and students. 


In closing, Mr. Editor, may I wish you, fellow Alumni, and all “Postgrad” 
readers the Compliments of the Season, and Best Wishes for a Happy New Year. _

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SIR GEORGE WILLIAMS UNIVERSITY 
WINTER CARNIVAL 


The Sir George Williams University Winter Carnival which will be held this 
year on February 9, 10 and 11, 1961, is the most popular social event of the school 
year. An annual affair it is set in and around Montreal during the second week-end 
in February. 


Variety is the key-note for every Winter Carnival. During its twelve year 
history, every conceivable type of activity has been included, directly or otherwise 
in the Carnival. 


Early in February, nominations for Queen are received. Any girl enrolled in 
the University, Day or Evening, or in the associated Sir George schools is eligible 
for the honour. After a panel of judges narrows the contestants down to five in 
number, student voting is held to determine the winner. 


While this is going on, many of the university clubs are busily preparing snow 
sculptures on nearby lots. This event is judged on the Friday of Carnival week. 


Actual festivities commence on the Thursday with a sleighride and torchlight 
parade across historic Mount Royal to the Chalet. 


Prior to their appearance, the Carnival is officially opened. Among those to 
open past Carnivals, have been university officials, sports celebrities, and in recent 
years, the City’s Mayor. After opening the affair, he has the honour to announce 
and crown the Carnival Queen. 


Friday night is the least strenuous of Carnival events. This is the night of the 
Winter Revue, or Variety Show. Composed mainly of university talent, and 
sprinkled with professional acts from the Montreal niteries, it is small wonder that 
it is considered the best show of the year. 


Despite this, come 8 o’clock Saturday morning hundreds of Georgians and 
their friends pack into buses for the journey up north. At some ski resort in the 
Laurentians, the students pile out for a day of outdoor fun. 


By 4 o’clock, it is a bunch of weary Georgians who board the buses for the 
long trek back to the city. Back home, the gang catch up on rest, to be in reason- 
able shape for the Carnival Ball that night.

“THE AWAKENING”’ 


The Association of Alumni of Sir 
George has been for many years a 
quiescent body. This could easily be on 
account of its youth. It is generally be- 
lieved that the main Alumni contribu- 
tions are in the wills of the departing 
graduates. The first graduating class of 
the University was only as recent as 
1936, the Guinea Pig class (of which 
incidently Prof. D. B. Clarke, Vice- 
Principal and Registrar, is a member) 
and this has left little opportunity to 
graduates to bequeath rich legacies to 
their Alma Mater. There has scarcely 
been the time to accumulate their mil- 
lions. 


There is a new spirit abroad in the 
Association, however, and the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Ferguson as executive 
Director should therefore herald an era 
of achievement and progress. 


The present board of Directors and 
the executive are keenly interested in 
promoting the Association as an aid to 
the progress of the University; if their 
first major effort, that of the Library 
fund, is successful, and there is no rea- 
son to doubt it will be, then they would 
have made a worthwhile and timely 
contribution. There is one project that 
we unhesitatingly and strongly recom- 
mend to the Assciation as their next 
endeavor — A Students’ Union.

The Library move to the sixth floor 
should be made towards the end of the 
year. The problems of timing and the 
method used to move the books are still 
under discussion. Once the move has 
been completed, work will commence 
on the space vacated by the Library. 
This area will house the Faculty Room, 
the Principal’s Office and the Deans’ 
Offices. It is hoped that work will be 
completed by the summer term. The 
present administrative offices will be 
turned over to the Registrar’s staff. The 
re-location of the Faculty Room will 
undoubtedly be an improvement over 
the present lower floor area — certainly 
in accessibility. 

Mrs. Beryl McCullough, an evening 
student, has been awarded the diploma 
of the Institute of Spanish by the Consul 
of Spain. Granted in recognition of out- 
standing success in the study of Spanish, 
this is the first time such a diploma has 
been won by a student of this University. 
Mrs. McCullough is a Dean’s Honour 
student and is the wife of Prof. Edward 
McCullough. 


Conrad Langlois, a graduate of this 
University, has published a_ paper, 
“Cultural Reasons given for the French 
Canadian Lag in Economic Progress”, 
in CULTURE. He gives credit for the 
starting point of his study as “A Course 
given at Sir George Williams University 
by Prof. Arthur Lermer on the Econo- 
mic Development of French Canada’. 
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HS IN 1920 


In 1920, the Evening High School 
was inaugurated, and in 1926 the name 
Sir George Williams College ‘was 
adopted to designate, from that time 
forward, the expanding formal educa- 
tional program of the YMCA Mont- 
real. In 1926, also, the college was 
made coeducational. 


MOVED IN ’56 


In 1956 the college occupied the 
new building, and was no longer spread 
over several blocks, but concentrated 
in a single unit.

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CHAIRMAN’S NOTES ON 
PROJECTED 
LIBRARY CAMPAIGN 


Gerald Miller, president of the Alum- 
ni Association, Dr. Henry F. Hall, 
principal of the University, and John 
M. Ferguson, recently-appointed exe- 
cutive director and student aid officer, 
have announced that a Library Cam- 
paign will be held Sept. 11 to Oct. 13, 
1961. Mr. Miller also announced that 
William F. Thresh had been appointed 
Campaign Chairman. Mr. Thresh has 
written of his plans for the forthcoming 
‘campaign: 

“Statistics often divulge extremely 

reveling information. For instance, a 
recent issue of a financial magazine 
stated that high school graduates can 
expect to earn $243,000 in their lifetime, 
while university graduates can expect a 
lifetime earning total of $343,000; this 
added $100,000 is certainly a significant 
figure. I believe, that most certainly, 
that the large majority of graduates 
look back upon their college or university 
days with longing for the happy times 
left behind upon graduating. 
Although evening students probably do 
not possess quite the same feeling as 
those who have attended day classes, 
they might possibly have an ever fonder 
recollection of the University — that is, 
the feeling toward the often-needed 
“second chance’. This is apparently just 
the attitude Dr. Hall and the University 
officers have placed in the hands of its 
evening division. 

Thus all alumni of Sir George have 
received the knowledge to enable them, 
if they use it correctly, to receive a 
greater return on the investment of their 
services. Now the Alumni Association 
and the University are preparing to raise 
$25,000 to augment the books in the 
Library. Many evening graduates will 
consider this a “third chance”. This 
time a chance to give as well as to recei- 
ve. Certainly all graduates must consider 
the campaign a long-needed opportunity 


to repay a debt of gratitude”.

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SIR GEORGE ALUMNUS 
JOIN CHICAGO YMCA 


A Canadian YMCA secretary has 
been named high school project director 
of the YMCA of Metropolitan Chicago, 
He is Fred W. Bezanson of 7247 S. 
Millard. 


“‘Bezanson will work to stimulate high 
school program at YMCAs in the Chi- 
cago area”, said John O. Root, assistant 
general secretary of the YMCA of Me- 
tropolitan Chicago. ‘He has started his 
work with the Southwest Suburban Y 
in Oak Lawn and the Palos-Orland Y 
in Palos Heights”, Root added. 


Bezanson will concentrate on high 
school Hi-Y, Tri-Hi Y and Inventors’ 
Clubs. Root said that the new project 
director will include the recruiting and 
training of adult leaders for these clubs 
among his responsibilities. On the youth 
level, Bezanson will work with club offi- 
cers in order to stabilize their activities 
and meetings. 


A graduate of Sir George Williams 
College in Montreal, Bezanson first 
came to Chicago to attend George Wil- 
liams here, where he earned a master of 
science degree in group work. He has 
served as boys’ and youth secretary of 
the Southwestern YMCA in Montreal 
and also for the Peterborough, Ontario 
YMCA. 


Bezanson will help strengthen YMCA 
high school program. “The main reason 
for the interest in high school program 
is the great increase of youngsters to be 
served”, Bezanson said. He pointed out 
that the YMCA is aware of the prob- 
lems that develop when youth lacks 
leisure time activity. Bezanson and his 
wife, Marilyn, will live at the southwest 
side address while he is associated with 


the YMCA project. 
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UNIVERSITY AWARDS 135 DEGREES 


Many years of study and sacrifice came to a climax last Friday. when 153 
students received their degrees, diplomas and certificates at the Fall Convocation 
Ceremonies held at the Salvation Army Citadel. 


The Convocation Exercises began with the ceremonial procession of graduates 
and faculty to their respective places to the accompaniment of an organ prelude 
given by Dr. D. M. Herbert. 


After the Invocation administered by Rev. Leonard Mason, Mr. B. W. 
Roberts, chancellor and chairman of the Board of Governors of Sir George Williams 
University welcomed the graduates and their guests, the Rev. Mason ani Dr. J. 
Robin (Roby) Kidd, who had been invited to give the Convocation Address. 


Dr. Kidd, who is the Director of the Canadian Association for Adult Educa- 
tion, began his address by quoting a passage of Peter Drucker’s new book, “TLand- 
marks of Tomorrow”. “The modern age is giving way to a new age, and age 
not yet named”’. 


EDUCATIVE SOCIETY 


Dr. Kidd went on to say — “I have been brash enough to give this age a 
name, or rather I shall give a name to our emerging society —a name that will, 
I think, best characterize it — The Educative Society”. 


“The characteristics of this society are threefold’, explained the Doctor. “First 
there is ‘word mobility’ — i.e. the nature of our work changes and we also change 
jobs”. 

Another characteristic of this emerging society is our obligation as a parent. 
“Most of you”, stated the Doctor, “must develop the capacity for living with and 
aiding in the development of children”. 


The third characteristic of this Educative Society is one’s obligation to the 
state. Dr. Kidd explained by stating that “the elected representatives or rulers of our 
complicated society all need a sound education. ‘Democracy brings it certain free- 
doms but there is no freedom to be ignorant”. A good citizen is not just a law 
abiding citizen, he is a “participating citizen”’. 

Dr. Kidd then went on to describe the role of the University. “In the world 
city of Montreal”, began the Doctor, “the university has universal claims ont it”. 
Many students from many lands bring their peculiar educational needs to the 
corridors of S.G.W.U. and our educational system must offer what we have to 
the education of people elsewhere”. 

Dr. Kidd concluded by stating, “It may be that education may not only be 
the chief purpose and distinguishing mark of our society but might also be one of 
the chief means by which men will choose to live together rather than become 
extinct”. 

After Dr. Kidd’s address the graduating students were presented with their 
degrees and diplomas by Principal and Vice-Chancellor, Dr. Henry F. Hall. 


Among the graduates presented to Dr. Hall by Dean Rae, was Frederick 
Hall, Dr. Hall’s son. 


Refreshments, donated by the Alumni Association, were served in Birks Hall 
after the exercises.

This seminar was represented by 
Universities from all over Canada, in- 
cluding the Universities of McMaster, 
Laval, Memorial, Ottawa, Acadia, 
Western Ontario ‘Toronto, McGill, 
Montreal and Sir George Williams, as 
well as from universities throughout the 
United States, including Harvard, Ober- 
lin, St. Elizabeth College, Huron Col- 
lege, and the University of New Hamp- 
shire. The delegates totalled more than 
three hundred. 

In his opening address, Dr. Hall 
welcomed all students, especially those 
from out of town. He emphasized to 


the latter group that Sir George was 
noted for its warmth and friendliness 
and expressed his hope that all those 
participating would have a stimulating 
time. Dr. Hall enthusiastically congra- 
tulated those Georgians in charge and 
added that he felt that no current topic 
offered a greater challenge and opportu- 
nity in scope than that of Africa. 


Miss Danuta Idziak, chairman of the 
Conference, was next introduced by the 
Chairman Michael Maxwell and in 
affirming the intensely topical nature of 
the subject of the seminar paved the 
way for the introduction of the opening 
speaker of the Conference Dr. Schachter. 
In the following days of the Conference, 
other speakers were: Prof. Hodgkin, 
Prof. A. M. Keppel-Jones, Mr. L. W. 
Tsitsiwu, Dr. Thomas Franck and Prof. 
Friedmann; among the pangates on 
departing expressed great pleasure at 
being able to attend and were unani- 
mous in their view that the speakers 
were very well chosen.

This year has been one of tragedy, 
success, anarchy and innovation. Per- 
haps no other term has been so demand- 
ing to the administration and to the 

All of us were stunned when a new 
student, eager to pursue college studies 
and college activities, died during Fresh- 
man Week. The Universityy was shocked 
at this tradgedy. For the remainder of the 
term many activities were overshadowed 
and influenced by this unfortunate 
accident. 

Soon, however, a feeling of good for- 
tune was evident at Sir George when the 
student societies of the University suc- 
cessfully sponsored a well formulated 
educational seminar on the fast-changing 
events in the “Dark Continent”. “Africa 
In Transition” was a program that 
‘could well as disobeying the council’s 
wishes. After a stormy Intelligence and 
dedication were the ingredients of its 
success. 

Later on, student politics stormed 
onto the scene, as the S.U.S. Council 
passed a resolution of no confidence in 
its president, Leon Graub, The student 
representatives accused the president of 
a lack of leadership ability as well as 
disobeying the council’s wishes. After a 
stormy open meeting of the student 
body, the executive decided to rescind 
the motion. At year’s end all’s well as 
student politics are back to normal: the 
students have returned to an apathetic 
state and student government positions 
are being filled by acclamation. 

The year culminated on a happy note 
as the Evening Students pioneered the 
formation of a new international body 
when they hosted, a conference of even- 
ing student leaders from the United 
States and Canada last weekend. The 
interest stimulated by this convention 
was exemplified by a telegram sent to 
the delegates by U.S. President-elect 
Kennedy.

The Sir George Williams University Georgians opened the new season with 
an impressive 69-61 victory over the SGWU Grads last Friday evening at the 
Central *Y’. 

The Alumni, with such stars as Dick MacKay, Ricky Freitag, Jim Peffers, 
and Glen Wood, were a bit short on legs, but battled all the way. 

The first half of the game was a sluggish affair. The Georgians opened a small 
lead. At quarter time the score was 15-12. Led by Sy Luterman and Bob Watson, 
the M&G built up an eight point lead, only to see it quickly cut in half when 
MacKay hit for two baskets, and by half time the Georgian lead was only three 
points. 

Coach Mag Flynn started the game with Willie Epstein, Sonny Gordon, Don 
Hurley, Luterman and Watson. After five minutes of play he sent in Howie 
Nathan, Dave Gallet, Solly Apel, Vic Chortyk and John Gilman. These boys held 
their own and played inspired ball, although a bit nervous in their first collegiate 
game. 

In the latter half, the Georgians began to roll. With Watson hitting consistently 
with his one hand push shot the count was upped to 59-42. Then the Grads put on 
a driving display with Ellemo, Pat Baker and Freitag hitting the hoop. They nar- 
rowed the gap to 61-57 but the M&G sewed up the game when Apel and Hurley 
sunk two pointers. 

For the Georgians, Watson was high man with 19 points followed by Luter- 
man with 10. Nathan, Hurley and Apel each chipped in with seven. 

The Grads top scorers were MacKay, Ellemo and Wood with 12, 11 and six 
points respectively. 

As this was their first encounter, the Georgians were experimenting with 
different men. Their shooting was off, especially Epstein and Gordon. Willie was 
a tower of strength on the back-boards, but Gordon could not get untracked and 
finally fouled out midway through the second half. Amongst the rookies, Nathan 
and Chortyk showed promise. The Georgians were handicapped playing on the 
small floor and were constantly running into each other or opposing teammates 
for the ball. 

The Georgians’ next game will be Tuesday, Nov. 15, at the Mont St. Louis 
gym with U of M providing the opposition. A junior tilt will precede this game.

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ADULT ENROLMENT 
AT UNIVERSITIES 
TOTALS 120,923 


Adult enrolment in classes and cour- 
ses_reported by 37 universities and colle- 
ges in Canada amounted to 120,923 
during the academic year ending in 
1958, according to preliminary figures 
from a survey of adult education con- 
ducted by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. 


Enrolment in courses for credit to- 
ward a degree or diploma totalled 32,- 
199, with 72,2% taking Arts and Scien- 
ce courses. Enrolment in’ non-credit 
courses amounted to 88,554, with 43.- 
9% in professional training and refresh- 
er courses, 35.0% enrolled in courses in 
social education, 10.4% in fine arts 
courses and 10.7% in liberal arts cour- 
ses. The largest enrolment for any sub- 
ject was that in family life education 
which includes marriage preparation, 
parent education, child study and so 
forth, with the University of Ottawa 
reporting an enrolment of 16,395 in 
such classes and corresponding courses. 


_ Other popular subjects of study were 
business education courses at the Uni- 
versities of Toronto, British Columbia 
and Alberta, medical and nursing cour- 
ses at Dalhousie, painting and drawing 
classes at the University of Alberta’s 
School of Fine Arts at Banff, and En- 
glish language and literature courses at 
the University of Toronto and the Tho- 
mas.More Institute, Montreal. 


Public lectures offered by the uni- 
versities reporting drew an attendance 
of approximately 238,000, and other 
_ activities such as film showings, drama- 
tic and musical performances reached 
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estimated audiences of 743,000, with a 
total attendance for all these types of 
programs of more than 980,000. 


Universities and colleges reporting 
more than half of the total enrolment 
supplied information on the participants 
in courses for adults. Of those enrolled 
for credit in part-time, summer and cor- 
respondence study, 55% were men and 
45% women; 63% were between 21 
and 40 years of age, 18% were under 
21, 18% were between 41 and 60, and 
1% were over 60 years of age. All had 
completed the requirements for univer- 
sity entrance. The occupations of 78% 
were professional (mostly teachers), 
9% were clerical and office employees 
and 2% were housewives. 


The universities supplying data on 
the characteristics of participants in 
non-credit courses reported that 57% 
were men and 43% women. Fifty-nine 
per cent were between 21 and 40 years 
of age, 25% between 41 and 60, 11% 
under 21, and 5% over 60. The level of 
education of 62% of the participants 
was high school, 35.6% were at a uni- 
versity level and 2.4% had an elementa- 
ry school background. The occupations 
of the participants were reported as 
28.4% housewives (6.5% rural and 
21.9% urban). Nearly 22% were cleri- 
cal and office employees, 16.6% were 
professionals, 14.4% fishermen or far- 
mers, and 9.4% were technical and in- 
dustrial workers. 


The report of the survey from which 
this information is drawn will include 
information on adult education activi- 
ties of universities and colleges, publicly 
operated night schools, private business 
colleges, and public libraries, and will 
be released in the Spring of 1960.

Mr. Ferguson, who will assume a 
major share of responsibility for the 
forthcoming campaign, outlined the 
Alumni’s plans after his meeting with 
Mr. Miller, Mr. Thresh and Dr. Hall: 


You, the Alumni, could be the most 
important people in education today. 
Because you are the principal product 
of your alma-mater, the principal claim 
she can make to fame. 


You are important because of the 
support you can give in many ways; 
Public relations, talent scouts, financial, 
etc. Universities are not in business for 
what they can get out of it. They exist 
so that free people, through education, 
can keep civilization on the forward 
move. Support for Universities comes 
from three major sources — Fees, 
government grants. and alumni support 
(Most important because this money has 
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no strings attached and can be used 
where most needed). Sir George is a 
relatively young University and just 
reaching the point where the effect 
of Alumni support can play a major 
role in helping the University move 
forward. For many private institutions, 


the financial support received from 
individual Alumni, often means the dif- 
ference between an adequate or supe- 
rior faculty or one that is underpaid and 
understaffed; between a thriving schol- 
arship fund program and virtually none 
at all; between well equipped laborato- 
ries and libraries and obsolete, crowded 
ones, Fees alone will not even come 
close to covering the cost of a University 
education. Many of us will never com- 
pletely repay this debt. I am sure that 
most of us would be willing, however, 
to contribute within our means. The 
members of the Board of Directors of the 
Alumni Association have pledged 100% 
support to the “Library Project” and 
will contribute a major portion of the 
total objective. 
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
